Establishment  of  conservation  vrork  on  Extension-SCS  demonstration  farms  as  soon  as 
possible  is  essential  if  such  farms  are  to  be  effective  in  shoving  landowners 
and  operators  hov;  conservation  work  increases  or  maintains  productivity  of  the 

land . 

On  some  farms,  establishment  of  conservation  demonstrations  may  require  certain 
planting  materials.  It  rill  be  permissible  for  this  Service  to  furnish  such 
materials,  under  our  established  policy  governing  such  cooperation  with  soil 
conservation  districts. 

before  planning  additional  demonstration  farms  and  furnishing  planting  materials 
for  use  on  such  farms,  or  on  farms  already  planned,  the  Service  should  reach  an 
understanding  with  the  State  Extension  Services  concerned,  on  the  planting 
policy  here  stated,  and  providing  for  adequate  follow-up  on  these  farms. 

In  some  instances,  agencies  other  than  the  otate  Ext  nsion  Services  have  requested 
this  Service  to  furnish  planting  materials  for  use  on  farms  outside  of  soil 
conservation  districts  anc  other  approved  Service  work  areas.  Arrangements  have 
been  made  between  the  requesting  agencies  anc  the  Extension  Services  in  many 

r  by  such  fan  s  have  .  .  elected  as  2xtension-SCS  demonstration  farms, 
and  with  the  adc.cd  assistance  from  the  re  qua  sting  agency,  outstanding  results 
tai  ad.  Inis  is  the  most  desirabl  rrai  ment  for  meeting 

requests .
